H the partis 
supplied with rifles and marlilnfi gun.s by air, 
they could well make the

The campaign In Fronce already has shown 
the difference between the French and Ital- 
ians under similar circumstances. The Ital- 
ians were disheartened and tilslliu.sloned. sick 
of war and fascism, more lorn by factional 
disputes than were the realdcnl-s of metro- 
polltan France. 

But for the French underground the war 
.Is only now approaching Its climax. The und- 
erground flghtcra have reached the last mile 
on their road to liberation, a road down which 
they have labored throuRh humiliation and 
tragedy, but with Infinite patience and cun- 
ning, for tour years. 

Those labors did much to pave tlic way foi 
the successful Invasion, But they are no' 
finished, and will not be finished until the 
undereround has completed Its work, and 
with It one of the noblest chapters In Frenrh 
history. 



AIIIPLANKS OF TOUIORItOW 
New York corporation executives arc study- 
ing the possibilities of postwar air travel. 

In the past a lot of wild dreams were pub- 
licized of the plane's supplatitlnc the loco- 
motive and the .ship. The day for that is still 
lar on. But there are many fields of trtins- 
portatlon In which aircraft should hold Its 
own. 

Airmen now predict that It will not be long 
before Ilylng-Wlll be cheaper than the day 
coach.- At present railroads charge 2.2 cents a 
mile; planes Jlvc_cents-or- more. Engineers 
have blueprinted airliners that should bring 
the rate down to two cents. 

As to freight. It postwar aerial cargo rates 
can be lowered to seven cents per ton-mllc, 
fresh fruits and vegetables may be sent that 
way. Until then these commodities car 
compete with fresh produce and frozen foods. 

A New York expert makes the following 
comparisons: A Liberty ship of 6,400 tons 
capacity covers 7,500 miles from San Francis- 
co to Australia In 30 days. The cost of the 
operation Is S210,000. The same Job by Dour- 
los C-54 transport planes requires 144 air- 
craft and runs Into several millions. 

To dispatch a train of 50 freight cars_on 
two round trips between New York and San 
Francisco requires 53.000 worth of fuel. The 
same amount of freight fiown by transport 
costs more than a million. That's a lot of 
folding money. 

From his figures he concludes that aerial 
cliarges must be drastically slashed before 
they can meet those of railroad and steam- 
ship companies. 

Nevertheless, products of high value can 
use the skyways. A survey regarding trade 
prospects between the United States and 
Brazil reveals that firms plan to Import and 
export by air express such Items as diamonds, 
surgical Instruments, optical lenses, furs, 
paintings, typewriter ribbons. X-ray tubes, 
mlctt, watches, movie films and tropical 
fruits. Any article with a value in excess of 
50 cents a pound may bo shipped economical-, 
!y by the cloud route. 

The commerce deparlment will test the 
possibilities of sky freight between Detroit 
and San Francisco. Manufacturers, shippers, 
merchants and housewives will be canvassed 
for their wants by air delivery and for . how 
much more than prevailing prices they will 
pay.
